BY SENATORS TODAY 


Fate of Debate on Court 
Waits on Day’s Events, 
Lenroot Says. 


OPPONENTS CONFER, 
BUT REMAIN SILENT 


Coolidge Said to ‘Be Inspira- 
tion of Plan—Butler Re- 
ported as Dissenting.

The move to save the world court 
by forcing a vote before public sen- 
timent develops further against it 
and before the tax bill supplants it 
has now taken definite shape. 

Cloture, which would stop fur- 
ther comprehensive debate and per- 
haps bring a vote this week, will be 
discussed today. Senator Lenroot, 
in charge of the protocol, said last 
night that nothing definite could be 
said until after today’s discussions. | 
Meanwhile, some of the procourt | 
supporters understand that Presi- 
dent Coolidge has provided the in- 
spiration for the cloture movement, 
thus weakening the chances of se- 
rious Republican opposition. On the 
other hand, Senator Butler, of Mas- 
sachusetts, is reported to have as- 
sured Senator Borah against cloture. 


Foes Still Hopeful. 


But the opponents of the court, 
led by Senator Borah, have not 
given up, and news of coming pres- 
sure from the White House would 
only cause them to redouble their 
efforts, it was said last night. Real- 
izing that today will be a most 
critical one, these senators held a 
series. of conferences yesterday. 
Groups conferred among themselves 
and also ‘appealed to some of the 
procourt Republicans to at least 
give the country a chance to under- 
stand the many intricacies involved 
before permitting a matter of this 
transcendent importance to be 
“‘railroaded through the Senate un- 
der a gag rule,’’ as they put it. 

The effect of ‘these conferences 
was not disclosed. Senator Borah 
was known to have himself con- 
ferred with several of his confreres 
but was silent. 

One report given wide circulation 
was that several Republican leaders 
had promised not to agree to the 
cloture proposition. Another re- 
port was that several Republicans 
declined to commit themselves as 
to what they would do in case the 
President called upon them to vote 
for cloture. Senator Watson, of 
Indiana, who has often been re- 
ferred to as an “administration 
spokesman,’ took a determined 
stand against cloture yesterday. 


Idea From White House. 


The apparent turn of the tide in 
favor of cloture began last week 
on the strength of a statement by 
the ‘White House spokesman” that 
the President believed the world 
court measure should be disposed 
of before the tax bill came up for 
consideration. Thanks to the dili- 
gence of Senator Smoot, chairman 
of the Senate committee on finance, 
the tax bill will be ready for the 
Sexate tomorrow or Wednesday at 
the latest.

MUSSOLIN'S ORDER 


Aventine Deputies Must 
Recant Before They 
Can Come Back. 


SAYS THEY INSULTED 


MEMORY OF DOWAGER 
Protesting He’ S No Myth, the 
Premier Again Defies 
Foes Amid Cheers. 


Rome, Jan, 17 (By A. P.).— 
Political opposition to the fascist 
regime is useless and absurd, Pre- 
mier Mussolini told the chamber 
of deputies this afternoon in an- 
nouncing that, so long as he held 
power, the Aventine oppositionists 
would not be permitted to return 
to the chamber unless they re- 
nounced their ‘die-hard’ antago- 
nism to fascism. 

The premier’s statement was 
made at a special session called to 
discuss the ‘‘moral question’”’ of 
the Aventine opposition’s accusa- 
tion that Mussolini was implicated 
in the murder of the socialist depu- 
ty, Matteotti. 

Assails the Opposition. 

At the memorial 
terday for Dowager Queen Mar- 
gherita the so-called Aventine op- 
position, members of the popular 
party, entered the chamber, after 
having refused to take part in the 
proceedings of that body for many 
months. Serious disorders arose, 
in which some of the recalcitrant 
deputies were injured. Today the 
premier accused them of adding in- 
sult to injury in choosing as the 
moment for their return the com- 
memoration of ‘‘the first Italian 
queen, who loved fascism intensely, 
and who was intensely beloved by 
fascism.’’ 

Instead of explaining why they 
came back with the ‘‘moral ques- 
tion’”’ unsolved, the oppositionists, 
Mussolini declared, ‘‘sneaked into 
this assembly, hoping for impunity 
because our emotions were aroused 
by memory of the great dead.”’ 

Is No Myth, He Says. 

‘I must repeat my clear intima- 
tion,’’ he continued, ‘‘I must again 
confront the oppositionists with our 
unshakable conditions. The op- 
position has spoken of fascism as 
being a ‘myth.’ Personally, I refuse 
to be a myth; I do not desire to be 
shelved before my time. I am ex- 
tremely alive, like all fascists. Any- 
how, many of those who desire to 
burn incense before mythical per- 
sonages often are liars and cowards. 
Whoever from Aventine desires to 
reenter the chamber, thanks to our 
tolerance, must solemnly and pub- 
licly fulfill three conditions: 

“First, acknowledge that the 
fascist revolution is an accomp- 
lished fact and has by now become 
a regime which has profoundly 
changed ‘the constitution of the 
Italian state, so that preconceived 
opposition is politically useless and

nence and competence,” Mr. Gug- 
genheim announced. He said he im- 
mediately would place $500,000 at 
the disposal of the trustees and 
would supply further funds, up to 
an additional total of $2,000,000, 
when, in the judgment of the trus- 
tees, it could be used wisely to pro- 
mote the aims of the fund. 

The trustees, Mr. Guggenheim 
said, would have unrestricted power 
to do anything which, in their judg- 
ment, may develop aeronautics.

Eight hundred and fifty-two New 
York Boy Scouts came here yester- 
day to see President Coolidge and 
were disappointed. Happy at the 
chance of seeing the nation’s ‘“‘Big 
Chief,” they formed about the 
White House portico yesterday 


morhing to give him a “‘silent sa- 
lute” of respect as he left for 
chureh, Not a hand went to a hat 
brim, however, for the President 
did not go to church. Disappointed, 
the little fellows walked away, 
leaving a pasteboard card, \uree by 
five feet.in dimensions, bearing an 
invitation to Mr. and Mrs. Coolidge 
to attend a Néw York scout raily 
in March, 

The boys arrived at the White 
House about 10:40 o’clock. Their 
leaders were informed by Secretary 
Hoover that owing to the indispo- 
sition of Mrs. Coolidge, the Presi- 
dent was not receiving nor was he 
going to church. Mrs. Coolidge ap- 
pearéd at a window and several 
Scout executives said that the 
President was seen there also, but 
on that point there was a difference 
of opinion. None of the Scouts got 
to see the President and disappoint- 
ment was expressed at the Harring- 
ton hotel, headquarters of the mis- 
sion, 

Scout leaders said they were 
aware that White House rules pre- 
vented Sunday interviews, but cited 
Scout regulations forbidding inter- 
ference with boys’ weekday school 
or tasks. Sunday,was the only day 
they could take for such an occa- 
sion and they thought they could 
see President Coolidge, a national 
Scout vice president, at least for a 
moment. 

This was the third annual pil- 
grimage of New York Scouts to 
Washington. They left New York 
Saturday night at 11 o’clock, ar- 
riving here at 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning. After breakfast at the 
Harrington hotel, they went to Ar- 
lington cemetery for a ceremony 
at the tomb of the Unknown Sol- 
dier. 


Place Wreath on Tomb. 


There a detachment placed a 
wreath on the tomb while scout 
buglers blew ‘‘taps” and the assem- 
bly stood at “‘attention.’’ Colin H. 
Livingstone, of this city, a national 
scout vice president and for fifteen 
years president of the national or- 
ganization, made a short talk, tell- 
ing the scouts that the Unknown 
Soldier had sacrificed all for the 
country and that they should ap- 
preciate his sacrifice by being good 
citizens. 

Senator and Mrs. Edge, of New 
Jerspy, attended their luncheon at 
the Harrington at 12:30 p. m., fol- 
lowing the White House disappoint- 
ment. The senator gave the boys a 
talk on patriotism and loyalty, com- 
plimenting them by saying that 
there might be future presidents, 
vice presidents, senators and repre- 
sentatives among them. John N. 
Pennell, scoutmaster of Brooklyn 
troop, No. 61, in charge of the party, 
described the senator as a “good 
scout,”’ made him a member of the 
organization and presented him 
with a gold scout emblem. 

Following dinner, the boys were 
taken on a sight-seeing tour, visit- 
ing points of interest, including the 
Capitol which was officially opened 
to them by Representative Ogden 
Mills at 4:30 o’clock. They returned 
to New York at 6:20 o’clock last 
evening. 


MANUFACTURER HITS

Head of Association Says 
the Watson-Parker Measure 
Does Not Consider Public. 


Pointing out what he believes to

“The proposed measure provides 
no authority for the President to 
intervene when he thinks it neéces- 
sary, but only when the mediation 
board. decides that commerce may 
suffer interruption and so informs 
the President,” Mr. Edgerton said.

Baltimore, Jan. 17.—-Conjuring 
up a possible “man on horseback,” 
who, under existing conditions, 
might ‘“‘set himself up as a dictator 
and abolish Congress,’’ Senator 
Burton K. Wheeler, radical Demo- 
crat from Montana, tonight warmly 
defended the legislative branch of 
the government. 

In some respects his address was 
remarkable in that it voiced a pro- 


test against continued centraliza- 
tion in . government, just as did 
Senator James W. Wadsworth, of 
New York, in his address Saturday, 
in New York. Both members of 
the upper house, the radical and 
conservative, assailed the present 
tendency toward government by ex- 
ecutive order and the setting up of 
bureaucracies. Each, in turn, 
argued for a return to the system of 
popular control. ) 

The Wheeler address tonight was 
before the Baltimore Open Forum. 
The Montana senator, who was run- 
ning mate to the late Senator La 
Follette in the last national cam- 
paign, while assailing the Coolidge 
administration in specific terms, at 
the same time took advantage of 
the opportunity to insist that there 
seems to be an organized campaign 
to discredit Congress. 


Danger is From Within. 


“The greatest danger threatening 
our civil and political liberties,’’ he 
said, “here in America is not the 
alleged ‘red’ propaganda: it is not 
the possibility of foreign entangle- 
ments, nor invasion by sea or air. 
We are not threatened with dangers 
from without, but from a cancerous 
growth from within. 

“Our greatest danger is the ten- 
dency to drift away from our 
anchorage of representative democ- 
racy toward a centralized govern- 
ment conducted by executive order 
in defiance of the will of the people 
as expressed by their representative 
bodies. 

“If this country had a man in the 
White House with the courage of a 
Mussolini he might set himself as a 
dictator and abolish Congress, and 
he would have the enthusiastic — 
port of*some of our great financiers, 
profiteers and industria] overlords.”

Denounces Present System. 


Baltimore, Md., Jan. 17 (By 
A. P.).—Never has the legislative 
power under the Constitution been 
flouted and defied by the executive 
ws it has been in the last few years, 
Senator Wheeler (Democrat), Mon- 
tana, declared. - 

‘Instead of a ‘government of the 
people, by the people and for the 
people,’’’ Senator Wheeler § said, 
“we have a government by propa- 
ganda and by executive’ order, 
transmitted through the medium of 
lame ducks and other servile ap- 
pointees named by the President to 
positions of enormous power in the 
departments and bureaus. 

“We have government by intimi- 
dation, by which members of Con- 
gress. and government employes 
who have revealed fraud or ineffi- 
ciency are punished by ostracism or 
dismissal from the service. We have 
government by blackmail, for 
details of which I cefer you to the 
experiences of Senator Couzens, of 
Michigan. 

“Dominated by Finance.’ 


“The executive branch of the 
government in the contest for su- 
premacy with the legislative branch 
is dominated today by the great 
financial, industrial and commer- 
cial interests. There was a time 
when the Napoleons of finance and 
the captains of industry came to 
Washington by night and held 
secret conferences with the White 
House. 

“That day is past. They now 
come in the full light of day, break- 
fast with President Coolidge, or 
spend the week-end on the May- 
flower at government expense. 

“The actual governmental busi- 
ness of Washington is executed to- 
day through the departments and 
bureaus. These have become the 
tentacles of the executive power, 
reaching into every function in gov- 
ernment, even to the legislative 
branch. 

‘‘No law can be presented to Con- 
gress that affects in any way a de- 
partmental matter before it has 
been subnrtted to that department 
and a report had thereon.

Air Currents Ordered 


Atmospheric conditions in the 
upper air will be reported daily 
to the weather bureau by naval 
air station pilots at Anacostia. 
Occasional observations have 
been of such service in forecast- 
ing weather conditions that the 
Secretary of the Navy has au- 
thorized daily observations.

Since the observations began 
in June, 1925, the plane has 
made 113 flights with an aggre- 
gate of 65 hours in the air. The 
highest altitude reached was 
18,156 feet. Special arrange-

Four Billion Bushels 
Wheat Crop Estimate 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The world crop of wheat for the 
crop season 1925-26 was estimated 
by the Mepartment of Agriculture 
today at approximately 4,000,000,- 
000 bushels, on the basis of returns 
received from practically all pro- 
ducing countries except China. 
The latest estimates have _ indi- 
cated a production of 2,350,000,000 
bushels outside of Russia, and the 
most recent reports from that coun- 
try have placed its crop at 646,000,- 
000 bushels. The Argentine crop 
Was estimated at 215,000,000, and 
the Australian at 110,000,000 
bushels.

The general level of wholesale 
prices declined in December, while 
industrial production, as a whole, 
Was on the upgrade. 

The Labor Department’s index of 
wholesale prices, based on fluctua- 
tions in 404 commodities with the 
1913 level considered as 100, stood 
at 156.2 last month, compared with 
157.7 in November and 157.0 in 
December, 1924.

Apparently Clears Way for 
Early Action. 


LEADERS DECLARE THAT 
BILL IS NONPARTISAN 


Further ductiains in Surtax 
Rates and Inheritance Re- 
peal Indicated. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The. House tax reduction bill, 
somewhat changed by the Senate 
finance committee, will come up for 
consideration in the Senate this 
week with the way apparently 
cleared for early action, as a-result 


of a compromise reached Saturday 
by Republicans and Democrats. 


Leaders of both parties have in- 
dorsed the bill, which was unani- 
mfously ordered reported Saturday 
by the finance committee. They 
described it as nonpartisan, and 
predicted prompt passage by the 
Senate. 

The compromise reached on the 
bill involved further. reductions in 
the surtax rates and repeal of the 
inheritance tax. The only prospec- 


tive fight against the measure in ' 
the Senate now lies in threats of | 
Republican insurgents to propose 
continuance of publicity of income 
tax returns, and to oppose repeal 


Another Fight in Prospect. 


Another fight is in prospect, how- 
ever, when the bill, if passed as 
written by the finance committee, 
reaches conference with the House. | 
Chairman Green, of the House ways | 
and means committee, which framed | 
the measure, already has announced | 
opposition to the proposed repeal of | 
the capital stock tax, and increase | 
oi the corporation levy. Comment-| 
ing on repeal of the inheritance tax, 
voted Saturday by the Senate| 
finance committee, 16 to 1, Mr. 
Green remarked that the ‘‘bill has 
yet to be acted upon in conference.’’ 

Chairman Smoot, of the finance 
committee, will report the bill to 
the Senate tomorrow, giving print- 
ers ample time to get the amended 
measure into shape, but he declared 
Saturday he would wait a few days, 
at least, before asking the Senate to 
take it up in order to permit a vote 
on the world court. This delay 
was made contingent, however, on 
the Senate placing a cloture rule on 
world court debate. 


Formation of Trusts 
Increases in Germany 


(By the Associated Press. ) 

German industry, with the entire 
tolerance of law and public opinion, 
has proceeded with a policy of form- 
ing what amount to trusts until 
now Richard Eldridge, of the Com- 
merce Department’s European divi- 
sion, reported yesterday there are 
2,000 of these organizations, com- 
pared with 500 in 1918. 

These ‘‘cartels’’ are frankly de- 
signed to fix prices and function in 
different industries. They are ex-| 
hibiting a marked effort to supple 
ment domestic price-fixing agree- 
ments with international under-| 
standings on prices and sales areas. | 
They are encouraging export manu-, 
facture by giving rebates on raw | 
materials supplied for this purpose. |

Invitations to seventeen nations 
to send representatives to the sec- 
ond Pan-American Red Cross con- 
ference, to be held in Washington, 


May 25 to June 5, will be sent out 


by President Coolidge through the 
State Department today. 

Two major problems coming up 
at the meeting will be the raising of 
the health standard of the entire 


Western hemisphere and the sec- 
ond contemplates definite and con- 
certed action on the part of all Red 
Cross organizations in the event of 
earthquakes and other major disas- 
ters. Other subjects that will re- 
ceive the attention of the confer- 
ence include child welfare, preven- 
tion of infantile tuberculosis, school 
hygiene, organization of summer 
colonies and school dispensaries, 
popular health instruction, and the 
combating of malaria, hookworm 
and other diseases. 


Nurse Training is Subject. 
The training and activities of Red 
Cross nurses will also be consid- 
ered. This country has the largest 
number of trained nurses in the 
world, with 42,000 enrolled in the 


American Red Cross. 

The convention will be held un- 
der the auspices of the League of 
Red Cross Societies, of which the 
American Red Cross is a member. 
Other organizations that will prob- 
ably participate in the conference 
include the International Red Cross 
committee at Geneva, the League 
of Nations, the International Labor 
bureau, the Pan-American union, 
the Rockefeller. foundation, and 
the International Council of Nurses. 
The American Red Cross com- 
mittee planning the conference is 
headed by John Barton Payne, 
chairman; Miss Mabel 
man, Ernest P. Bicknell, James L.

Mr. Lowry declares that persons 
in the neighborhood of his store 
frequently call and request that pre- 
scriptions be filled dating back 30 
In order that the proper 
prescription might be _ identified, 
they bring the old prescription num- 
ber, or even the old original bot- 
tles—if the bottles have survived 
breakage that long. 

In turn, Mr. Lowry, as_ most 
druggists do, preserves his pre- 
scriptions by pasting them in large 
ledgers, and they have accumulated 
in musty but interesting volumes. 
To these he turns and fills the origi- 
nal prescription, by the number 
presented and at the old price, too, 
he declares, which is about three 
times less. If a prescription lives 
30 years, it shouldn’t go up in 
price, in his opinion.

In another column Prof. Charles G. 
Fenwick discusses several objections to 
American adherence to the world court 
protocol. Prof. Fenwick is a supporter 
of the league and advocates American 
membership in it.

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SHORTAGE OF MEAT. 

The Department of Commerce announces the 
result of its enumeration of cattle and hogs on 
the farms of the United States as of January 
1, 1925, together with a comparison with the 
figures of.January 1, 1920. This census of 
farm animals explains the advance in the price 


| of meats during the last five years, as the fall- 
| ing off in the number of food animals warrants 
the increase in the prices demanded by the 
_butcher and the market man. 


According to these figures there were 5,080,- 
807 fewer cattle of all kinds reported in 1925 
than in 1920. The swine population fell from 
59,346,409. in 1920 to 61,842,428 in 1925, a 
difference of 7,603,981, or more than twelve 
and a half per cent, and as the females of both 
species are scarcer than the males little hope 
can be entertained that the tribe will increase 
sufficiently to warrant lower meat prices in the 
near future. If Secretary Hoover's census 
experts keep on cutting-down the animal pop-

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A new and, it is claimed, a successful treat- 
ment for colds has been demonstrated by a 
Chinese physician, Dr. K. K. Chen, of the 
University of Wisconsin. It is not in fact a 
discovery, but a rediscovery of an herb that 
has been known to the Chinese for 6,000 years. 
The new drug extracts ephedrine, is said to be 
far more efficacious in the cure of colds than 
adrenalin, and has proved very useful in 
asthma and other diseases of the respiratory 
organs. Unlike adrenalin, which is procured 
from the glands of animals, ephedrine does 
not produce a rise in blood pressure. It causes 
relaxation of the muscles about the air 
passages of the lungs which permits easier 
breathing. It has none of the after effects of 
adrenalin, it is claimed, and is more effective. 
If this Chinese herb extract is found to be a 
real remedy for colds, the University of Wis- 
consin, by demonstrating its properties, will 
have conferred a blessing upon all mankind.

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SEEKING A LEADER. 

The Republican organization of the State 
of New York is searching for a leader. It is 
all shot to pieces at the present time and has 
great difficulty in determining ‘‘where it is 
at.’’ For several years past the representa- 
tives of the people of the State who sit in 


lusion that they were obeying. the mandate of 
their constituents by simply opposing every 
proposition advanced by Gov. Smith. 

The first evidence of this was seen in the 
manner in which the party.leaders in the as- 
sembly undertook to set aside the program for 
the construction, of improved highways 
throughout the State and to substitute there- 
for plans of their own. Highway improve- 
ments in the Empire State are carried on ac- 
cording to maps and plans which are indorsed 
by the legislature and incorporated in a gen- 
eral bill. The map approved by the superin- 
tendent of public works and indorsed by the 
State senate was so amended, by the addition 
of pet projects of some of the assembly lead- 
ers, that the governor refused his approval. 
This occurred in 1923 and again in 1924, with 
a resultant outcry from the public. The legis- 
lature of 1925 came to the conclusion that the 
governor might emulate the example of his 
predecessor, Grover Cleveland, and become a 
“chronic vetoer.’’ It listened to the sugges- 
tions of the superintendent of public works 
and indorsed the map of his department— 
and the highway bill was approved. 

Gov. Smith had a program. for State im- 
provements on a large scale. It included a 
bond issue to insure the elimination of grade 
crossings, and another designed to authorize 
the expenditure of $10,000,000 each year, over 
a period of ten years, for building construc- 
tion, parks and other public works. For ten 
years efforts have been made to bring about a 
change in the State government by reducing 
the number of elective officers and otherwise 
to modernize the machinery of the State. Still 


another reform proposed’ was designed to. 


change the judicial system. 

These proposals were indorsed by Gov. 
Smith and submitted to the electorate, in the 
form of constitutional amendments, at the last 
election. They were generally opposed by the 


| Republican leaders; but in spite of that op- 


| 
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position were all adopted and became part of 
the organic law of the State. Thus Gov. 
Smith again demonstrated that he had the 
confidence of the voters of New York and that 
partisan oppositiof’ to his plans for the bet- 
terment of conditions was not what the people 
of the Stato desired. 

The Republican organization which fostered 
the opposition to those plans, apparently for 
no reason other than that they represented the 
policy of the governor, thus finds itself in the 
doldrums. The chieftains are crying aloud for 
a leader and are trying, with all the powers 
of persuasion of which they are capible, to 
induce Senator Wadsworth to accept their 
proffer of leadership.

use of water. 

Some caves are made by the 
beating of waves against cliffs on 
the shores of oceans or large lakes. 
Where waves find weak rock to 
work tipon, they are sure to hollow 
it out and may wear the cliff away 
altogether in the course of time. 

A fine example of wave-made 
cliffs is to be found on the northern 
shore of Lake Superior, There, 
over a stretch of the coast, waves 
have long been at work hollowing 
out soft layers of sandstone. Where 
the waves have cut, many caves 
have been formed. The shapes of 
the hollows differ a good deal, and

The Carnegie endowment for inter- 
national peace has sent Dr. Henry 
S. Pritchett to Egypt and the Near 
East to determine the accuracy of 
reports that representatives of 
soviet Russia are cooperating with 
Mohammedan leaders in arousing 
national and international discord. 

The announcement was made to- 
day by Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, 
président of the endowment, in out- 
lining new plans for the work of 
the endowment in the immediate fu 
ture. Dr. Pritchett, who is a trus- 
tee of the endowment, sailed yestere 
day on the Lapland. 

In addition to inquiring into the 
accuracy of€ reports of soviet ac- 
tivity in Mohammedan countries, he 
also will make a study of contem- 
porary educational, social and po- 
litical movements in that region, 
and their possible effect upon the 
peace and order of the world. He 
will then advise the trustees of the 
Carnegie endowment as to_ possible 
policies that might be adopted to 
improve conditions.

30 to confer with leaders on that 
continent as to how the endowment 
may be helpful in promoting inter- 
national peace through settlement 
of international differences by ju- 
dicial methods instead of by appeal 
to arms.

The 
student body, he said, would not be 
satisfied until the principal was 
given a fair trial and full oppor- 
tunity to face his accusers. 


Want Action Recalled. 


Francis Wells, for the Blaine In- 
vincible club, presided at the mass 
meeting in the Lincoln theater, stat- 
ing its purpose, to obtain a reversal 
of action of the personnel commit- 
tee of the board of education, which 
decided last week that Principal 
Newman should be demoted on Feb- 
ruary-1 and be put in charge of the 
cadet military organization. He 
asked that the committee of the 
board reconcile its recommendation 
to place the principal in such posi- 
tion, with reported charges of in- 
ability to discipline. 

“The board of education,’”’ he 
said, ‘‘are servants of the people, 
and colored members of the board 
are specifically servants of colored 
citizens and taxpayers, and are due 
to obey their mandates. The masses 
of colored people demand that New- 
man’s accusers prefer charges 
against him, if any, and that he be 
given opportunity, with counsel, to 
refute them. Further than this, we 
have nothing to ask.’’ The assembly 
voted to make this request of the 
board of education. 

Picketing of Franklin school or 
boycotting of Armstrong was de- 
cried by Wells, who stated, how- 
ever, that it was the intention of his 
organization to ‘‘haunt Congress, if 
it takes all summer,’’ to secure a 
fair hearing for Newman before de- 
motion. The specific request to be 
made of Congress, he stated, was a 
change of the present system of 
school administration. He mads 
pointed allegations that the system 
was honeycombed with espionage, 
and stated that he would seek to 
have Congress “settle once and for 
all time the question,of selling jobs 
by the board of education.”’ 


Alumni Back Students. 


A letter from the 
Alumni association was read by 
Rufus P. Turner, cadet captain, 
stating that this body was behind 
the students 100 per cent strong, 
and will seek to appear before the 
board of education Wednesday in 
Newman's behalf. Mrs. E. B. Hall, 
president of the Armstrong Parent- 
Teacher association, invited the 
audience to attend a meeting of 
that body tonight at the high 
school. 

The meeting closed with an ad- 
dress by Armond W. Scott, who ad- 
vocated solicitation of aid of white 
members of the board of education 
as well as colored members in the 
case. He gave his opinion that re- 
organization of Howard university 
was ‘‘forcing reorganization in the 
public schools at Newman’s ex- 
pense.”
